Pontiac, Mien, Oct. ll (AP) 
Perrin Rowland, stolid woodsman-farm - 
er, who confessed twisting a wire around the necks of his two step-daugh­ 
ters and drowning them in an Isolated lake near here, wrapped an im­ 
provised rope around his own neck today and hanged himself from the 
bars of his cell. 
Left unguarded for a few m inutes after he had been photographed and 
fingerprinted, he ripped .strips ol ticking from his m attress and formed a 
rope. 
Ile tied the improvised hangm ans rope to an upper bar of the cell, 
and j urn ixd from a cot to his death. His neck was broken by the fall. 
Howland had been alone only 20 minutes when Deputy Sheriff Lewis 
Burt, returning to take the prisoner into court for arraignm ent on a m ur­ 
der charge, found him dead. 
Rowland not only made swift pie para t ion. for ending his own life, 
but wrote two notes, directing how his property should be divided. 
Rowland, who said on one o! the two signed confessions he mad* th at 
he had been ’ bothered a little" by thoughts of his deed, apparently eon- 
templatwi suicide during the we* k th a t he was .ought..
